Belfast, July 22.—(United News.) 
Belfast jis ablaze with the flames 
of civil war. Past riots dwindle 
into insignificance beside the wave 
of partisan hatred that is sweeping 
over the city, ¢hoking the hospitals 
and miorgues witn dead and dying, 
turning the streets into a shambles 
and the public squares into battle- 
fields. 

It is worse than civil war. It 
ls a pogrom, in which unionists 
are hunting down their Sinn Fein 
enemies like rats, driving them in- 
to corners and beating them into 
insensibility. There is _ sniping, 
massed volleying, cold blooded 
murder, assassination and looting. 
The situation is the worst in the 
history of Ireland. 

The military forces are adding

tempt—vain up to the present time

At Least 12 Men Killed. 

At least twelve men have been 
done to death. Some of them have 
been shot, some of them have been 
beaten, some of them have been 
crushed to death. Hundreds more 
are in the hospitals. Hundreds be- 
sides dre cowering in their homes 
with wounds. 

This was the situation that re- 
sulted in part from the knowledge 
that came to Orangemen that the 
Sinn Fein had issued orders to in- 
tensify the guerrilla warfare that 
has.been carried on in Ireland for 
the last four months. The murders 
and assassinations in the south of 
Jreland are reaping a whirlwind of 
retribution in the north.

- more bitter and more general as 
darkness came. But just before mid- 
night the entire city seemed to 
burst into a blaze of horror.

Lincoln, Neb., July 22.—Senator 
Harding’s attityde on prohibition, 
as expressed in his speech of accept- 
ance at Marion today, is “entirely 
unsatisfactory to the prohibition par- 
ty,” Virgil G. Hinshaw, chairman of 
the national committee said today. 

Senator Harding “will receive no 
support from  prohibitionists  be- 
cause he did not promise to use 
his veto power over any bill re- 
pealing the enforcement act,” said 
Mr. Hinshaw. “On the contrary, he 
seems to invite such a repeal. His 
attitude seems entirely unsgatis- 
factory.” 

A telegram from Will H. Hays, 
received today in reply to a query 
sent by Virgil G. Hinshaw, nation- 
al committee chairman of the pro- 
hibition party, states that the pro- 
posed “law and order plank” in the 
republican platform was stficken 
out by.the platform subcommittee 
in Chicago as “meaningless” and 
Was never presented to the full 
platform committee nor to the.con- 
vention. 

In his telegram Mr. Hays said 
athe subcommittee considered the 
supreme court’s decision as to the 


| constitutionality of the Volstead 


act rendered a dry plank unneces- 
Bary and the law and order plank 
superfluous. Therefore, he said, It 
was omitted from the platform. 

The telegram added that “of 
course ‘the republican platform 
stood for law enfcreement, and that 
fact was made clear by the first 
plank ‘of the republican platform,” 
declaring for constitutional govern- 
ment.

WOMAN'S PARTY 
NOT SATISFIBO. 

Marion, Ohio, July 22,—Repre- 
sentatives of the national woman’s 
party who called on Senator Har- 
ding today for aid in completing 
ratification of the suffrage amend- 
ment, announced tonight that they 
were not satisfied with his reply 
and would continue their demand 
that he take more direct action. 

“Suffragists can feel only dissat- 
isfaction,* said Alice Paul, head of 
the party, “with Senator Harding's 
refusal today in his reply to the 
woman’s party delegation, and in 
his acceptance speech, to take a 
positive stand for the carrying oyt 
of the suffrage plank in'the repub- 
lican platform. 

“If Senator Harding -refuses to 
live up to the suffrage plank and 
contents himself .with ‘earnestly 


hoping’ and ‘sincerely desiring’ how 
can he expect the country to take 
seriously the other planks in his 
platform. 

“The national woman’s party will 
continue to demand that Senator 
Hardihg carry out his platform by 
securing a unanimous vote in sup- 
port of ratification from the re- 
publican delegation in the Tennes- 
gee legislature when it meets next 
month.”

Harding Fails to Please 
Prohis and Suftragists 
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SHORTAGE OF COAL 
LAID TO OPERATORS

Austin Says Profiteers at 
Mine Produce Coal for 
$3 and Sell It for $10. 
Urges Extension of Or- 
der. 


Charging that the coal shortage 
which faces Atlanta and Georgia is 
caused by profiteering among the 
mine operators who are producing 
coal for less than $3 per ton and 
selling it to dealers at the mine for 
$10 and over, J. W. Austin, assist- 
ant fair price commissioner for 
Georgia, appealed to the directors 
of the chamber of commerce Thurs- 
day to take immediate steps to re- 
lieve the situation. 

The, chamber went into executive 
session following the open meeting 
and it was announced afterward 
that. immediate action “would be 
taken along the lines suggested by 


Mr. Austin. 


Mr. Austin urged the chamber to 
bring pressure to, bear to have 
yervice ofder No. 7 ofthe inter- 
state commerce commission extend- 
ed sixty days longer, to hav@ a 
maximum price for coal fixed at 
the mines and to stop the shipment 
of coal to northern and eastern 
points from mines supplying this 
section. 

The meeting of the directors was 
called: after President E.. R. Black 
received: a letter from Mr. Austin 
outlining the situation both locally 
and in the state at large. Prior 
to the meeting a very exhaustive 
investigation was made by Assist- 
ant Secfetary D. C. Lawhon, who 
used every means at his. power to 
gather figures upon which to base 
a campaign for the alleviation of 
existing’ conditions, 
ef ‘The Three Catses. 

Representatives of the depart- 
ment of justice, coal dealers, rail- 
road men and others were present 
and nearly all of these claimed that 
three things were responsible for 
the present. situation—labor troue 
bles, shortage of coal and profiteer- 
ing at the mines. 

“Coal has reached the highest 
level it has ever reached in peace 
times,” stated Mr. Austin. “The 
highest price under the fuel ad- 
ministration was $9.75. There are 
different opinions advanced for the 
present high price, but my infor- 
mation leads me to believe that the 
Breatest trouble lies with the mine 
operators, who are producing coal 
for less than $3 per ton and selling 


it to dealers for $10 and up. 

“Over three quarters of a million 
tons of the coal which has been 
coming. to this territory has been 
diverted to northern and eastern 
points because of the purchase of 
mines in the Harlan field by manu- 
facturing. interests. Our dealers are 
also having t6 bid at the mines for 
coal against dealers and interests 
from. the New England states and 
the jake region. The normal ship- 
mMefits to the lake region for this 
time of the year are over five and 
one-half millions short and every 
effort is being made to get all the 
coal. obtainable to lake ports before 
cold weather sets in. 

Shortage of Cars. 

“The operators claim there is a 
car shortage and that may be true 
to a certain extent. tt may be that 
if cars’are rushed to the mines in 
sufficient number to supply all our) 
needs that the situation will clear 
up. I have a telegram from How- 
ard Figg, assistane attorney gen- 
eral, who states that the present 
price of production of coal is very 
little- in excess of that of one or 
two years ago.

WILSON LEAGUE PLAN 
CALLED UNTHINKABLE 


G. O. P. Nominee Also 
Demands‘Government'‘by 
Party Rather Than by 
Individuals— Thousands 
Cheered the Acceptance 
Speech of Harding. 


Marion, Ohio, July 22.—Peace by 
a resolution of congress, and after 


that an effort to form an associa- 
tion of nations that would not im- 
pair American sovereignty were 
promised today by Warren G. 
Harding in his speech accepting the 
republican nomination for the pres- 
idency. 

Senator Harding declared the 
time had come to recognize “the 
faifure attending assumption, ob- 
stinacy, impracticability and delay” 
in President Wilson’s attempt to 
‘orm a league of nations, and that a 
new pathway must 
péace and world concert. 

In-receiving formally. his party's 
mandate, the nominee also declared 
for government by party, rather 
than by individuals, asserted fail- 
Way employees might well be ac- 
corded a status of public servants, 
indorsed co-operative ee pyres,” tay 
farmers, and prenounced increfsed 
production the key to a ‘lower cost 
of living. 

The address, constituting the can- 
didate’s personal platform in the 
campaign, was delivered here at the 
climax of a day of célebration, 
which brought to Marion a notable 
company of party chiefs and a 
crowd of many thousands. 
plaudits and serenading Kept the 
nominee the center of a seven-hour 
reception as delegations from many 
states paraded past the Harding 
residence in a clamoring cavalcade. 


Soon after sun-up, the 
the first delegations brought the 
senator to his front doorstep, and 
after that there scarcely was a let- 
up until he left for the notification 
ceremonies on the outskirts of the 
city at 2 o’clock. ‘ Old friends from 
nearby counties mixed with the rep- 
resentatives of powerful republican 
clubs of distant cities in the pro- 
cession, gay with decorations and 
blatant with noise. 

At the chautauqua pavilion where 
the notification took place, seats 
had been provided for 4,000, and 
many times that number surged 
about the park and _ surrounding 
fields, unable to get within earshot 
of the speakers. The pronounce- 
ments of the candidate were re- 
seived with a tumult of applause, 
and he was cheered back to his 
home through crowded streets, a 
tired, but smiling, man. 

Will H. Hays, the national chair- 
man, presided at the’ 
and Senator Lodge, of Massachu- 
setts, who was chairman of the 
Chicago convention, formally noti- 
fied the candidate of his nomination 
in a speech, rapping President Wil- 
son's league of nations and prais- 
ing the part Senator Harding had 
taken in preventing its unreserved 
acceptance. 

Speaking slowly and with:.a char- 
acteristic gravity, the nominee de- 
livered his declamation of policy in 
-aclear, full voice, that penertated 
far into the crowded outskirts of the 
pavilion. Points he wished to drive 
home with particular rorce ne em- 
phasized by aggressive gestures, and 
several times he got the crowd on 
its feet cheering as he hammered, 
with clinched fist, to empnaasize his 
points. 

His thrusts at the league of na- 
tions were answered by repeated 
thunderclaps of cheerimg, but the 
passage the crowd seemed to like 
best came almost at the end of the 
hour and a half of speaking. when 
he voiced his humanity, in the pres- 
‘ence of the responsibilities of the 
presidency and then, squaring his

Bozeman, Mont., July 22.—Willlam 
Jennings Bryan tonight reiterated 
his refusal to accept the prohibi-: 
ion party nomination. 

The first intimation of his nomi- 
nation for the presidency by the 
prohibition convention at Lincoln. 
Neb., was received by him at. 1 
o’clock this afternoon at Madison 
Lake, upon his return from @ fore- 
noon of fishing when he réad .an 
Associated Press dispatch giving the 
text of the telegram sent to him 
by the convention at Lincoln. He 
was forty miles from any telegraph 
office at the time, but as soon as he 
reached Norris, Mont., he telegraph- 
ed a reply declining the nomine- 
tion. 

Text of Declination. 

Tne text of his telegram is as fol- 
lowst

Lincoln, Neb., July 22.—Ohio got 
its third presidential candidate for 
the 1920 campaign when the pro- 
hibition national convention nomi- 
nated Aaron S. Watkins, of German- 
town, Ohio, after learning from Wil- 
liam J. Bryan that he would not ac- 
cept the nomination voted him yes- 
terday. 

Mr. Watkins won on the second 
ballot after he and R. H. Patton had 
each received 85 votes on the first. 

The vote was. Aaron S. Watkins 
108, R. H. Patton 74, D. A. Poling 
24, C. A. Randall 2. 

It took 105 votes to nominate. 

Mr. Watkins is a professor of lit- 
erature in a Germantown military 
academy. He was a professor in 
Ada college, Ohio, for several years 
and was vice presidential candidate 
on the prohibition ticket in 1908 and

He was born on a farm near Rush- 
sylvania, Ohio, and is 53 years. old. 
He preached 17 years in the Metho- 
dist church befcre starting teaching 
and was nominsted for governor of 
Ohio on the prohibition ticket in 
1905 and 1908. 

In accepting, Mr. Watkins said his

I am sure 
I understand the purpose of the 
dominant group of the senate. We 
were not seeking to defeat a world 
aspiration, we were resolved to 
safeguard America. We were re- 
solved then, even as we are today, 
and will be tomorrow, to preserve 
this free and independent republic. 
Let those now responsible, or seek- 
ing responsibility, propose the sur- 
render, whether with interpreta~- 
tions, apologies or reluctant reser- 
vations—from which our rights <are 
to be omitted—we welcome the ref- 
erendum to the American people on 
the preservation of America, and 
the republican party pledges its de- 
fense of the preserved inheritance 
of national freedom. : 

Conscience of America. 


- In the call of the conscience of 
America is peace, peace that closes 
the gaping wound of world war, 
and silences the impassioned voices 
of international envy and distrust. 
Heeding this call and knowing as I 
do the disposition -of the congress, 
I promise you formal and effective 
peace so quickly as a republican 
congress can pass its declaration 
for a republican executive to sign. 
Then we may turn to our readjust- 
ment at home and proceed delib- 
erately and reflectively to that 
hoped-for world relationship which 
shall satisfy both conscience and 
aspirations and still hold us «free 
from menacing involvement. 

I can hear in the call of con- 
science an insistent voice for large- 
ly reduced armaments throughout 
the world, with attending reduc- 
tion of burden upon peace-loving 
humanity. We wish to give of 
American influence and example; 
we must give of American leader- 
ship to that invaluable accomplish- 

a 
t cail speak unreservedly of the 
American aspiration and the repub- 
lican committal for an association 
of nations, co-operating in sublime 
accord, to attain and preserve 
peace through justice rather than 
force, determined to add to security 
through international law, so clari- 
fied that no misconstruction can be 
possible without affronting world 
honor. 

This republic can never be un- 
mindful of its power, and must 
never forget the force of its exam- 
ple. Possessor of might that admits 
no fear, America must stand fore- 
most for the right. If the mistakén 
voice of America, spoken in unheed- 
ing haste, led Europe, in the hour 
of deepest anxiety, into a military 
alliance which menaces peace and 
threatens all freedom, instead of 
adding to their security, then we 
must speak the truth for America 
and express our hope for the fra- 
ternized conscience of nations. 

The League Covenant. 


It will avail nothing to discuss 
in detail the’ league covenant, which 
was conceived for world super- 
government, negotiated in misun- 
derstanding, and intolerantly urged 


‘ and demanded by its administration 


sponsors, who resisted every effort 
to safeguard America, and who 
finally rejected when such safe- 
guards were inserted, If the su- 
preme blunder has left European 
relationship inextricably inter- 
woven in the league compact, our 
sympathy for Europe only magni- 
fies our own good fortune in re- 
sisting involvement. It Is better to 
be the free and disinterested agent 
of international justice and ad- 
vancing civilization, with the cove- 
nant of conscience, than be shackled 
by a written compact which. surren- 
ders our freedom of action and 
gives to a military alliance the 
right to preclaim America’s duty to 
the world. No surrender of rights 
to a world council or its military 
alliance, no assumed mandatory 
however appealing, ever shall sum- 
mon the sons of this republic to 
war. Their supreme sacrifice shal] 
only be asked for America and its 
call of honor. There is a sanctity in 
that right we will not delegate. 
When the compact was being 
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written, I do not know whether 
Europe asked or ambition insistent- 
ly bestowed. It was so g00d to re- 
joice in the world’s confidence in 
our unselfishness that I can believe 
our evident disinterestedness in- 
spired Europe's wish for our asso- 
ciation, quite as much as the selfish 
thought of enlisting American pow- 
er and resources. Ours is an out- 
standing, inflnentia! example to the 
world, whether we cloak itin spoken 


| modesty or magnify it in exalta- 


tion. We want to help; we mean to 
help; but we hold to our own inter- 
pretation of the -American con- 
science as the very soul of’our na- 
tionality. 
Way Is Very Simple. 

Disposed as we are, the way is 
very simple. Let the failure attend- 
ing asumption, obstinacy, impracti- 
eability anddelay be recognized, and 
let us find the big,-practical, unsel- 
fish way to do our part, neither cov- 
etous because of ambition, nor hesi- 
tant through fear, but ready to serve 
ourselves, humanity and God. With 
a senate advising as the constitu- 
tion contemplates, [ weuld hopefully 
approach the nations of Europe and 
of the earth, proposing, that under- 
standing which makes us a willing 
participant in the consecration of 
nations to a. new relationship, to 
commit thes moral 


need is maximum, Maximums, not 
minimums, is the call of America. It 
isn’t a new raed because war never 
fails to leave depleted storehouses 
and always impairs the effiicency 
of production. War also establishes 
its higher standards for wages, and 
they abide. I wish the higher wage 
to abide, on one explicit condition— 
that the wage-earner will give full 
return for the wage received. It is. 
the best assurance we can have for 
a reduced cost of living. Mark you, 
I am ready to acclaim the highest 
standard of pay, but I would be 
blind to the responsibilities that 
mark this fateful hour if I did not 
caution the wage-earners of Amer- 
ica that mounting wages and de- 
creased production can lead only to 
industrial and economic ruin. 

I want, somehow, to appeal to 
the sons and daughters of the re- 
public, to every producer, to join 
hand and brain in production, more 
production, honest production, pa- 
triotic production, because patriotic 
production is no less a defense of 
our best civilization than that of 
armed force. Profiteering is a 
crime of commission, underproduc-. 
tion is a crime of omission. We 
must work our most and' best else 
the destructive reaction will come. 
We must stabilize and strive for 
normalcy, else the inevitable reac* 
tion ill bring its train of suffer- 
ings, disappointments and reversals. 
We want to forestall su¢h reaction, 
we want to hold all advanced 
ground, and fortify it with general 
good fortune. 


Industrin] Understanding. 

us return for a moment to 
the necessity for understanding, 
particularly that understanding 
which concerns ourselves at home. 
I decline to recognize any conflict 
of interest among the participants 
in industry. The destruction of ons 
is the ruin of the other, the sus- 
picion or rebellion of one unavoid- 
ably involves the other. In conflict 
is disaster, in understanding there 
is triumph. There is no issue re- 
lating to the foundation on which 
industry is builded, because indus- 
try is bigger than any element in 
its modern making.

The inadequacy of track- 
age and termina] facilities, the in- 
suffiency of equipment and the in- 
efficiency of operation—all pear 
the blighting stamp of govern. 
mental incapacity during federal 
operation. The work of rehabilita- 
tion under the restoration ‘of pti- 
hest 
encouragement. Billions are needed 
in new equipment, not alone to meet 
the growing demand for service, 
but to restore the extraordinary 
depreciation due to the” Strained 
service of war. With restricted 
earnings and. with speculative 
Profits removed, ratiway activities 
have come to the realm of conserva- 
tive and constructive servize, and 
the government which  tmpeired 
must play its part In restoration. 
Manifestly the returns must. be so 
Sauged that necessary capital may 
ye enlisted. and we must foscer as 
well as restrain 

We have no more pressing prob- 
lem. A state of inadenuate trans- 
portation facilities, mainly charge- 
able to the failure of governmental] 
experiment, is losing millions to 
agriculture, it is hindering indus- 
try, it is menacing the American 
people with a fue] Shortage little 
less than a peril. It emphasizes 
the present-dav problem and siur- 


understanding will come the unanl- 
mous committal to economic justice. 
and in economic justice lies that so- 
cial justice which is the highest 
essential to human happiness. 

I am. speaking as ,one who has 
counted the contents of the pay en- 
velope from the viewpoint of the 
earner as well as the employer. No 
one pretends to deny the inequalities 
which are manifest in modern in- 
dustrial life. .They are less in fact 
than they were before organization 
and grouping on either side revealed 
the inequalities. and conscience has 
wrought more justice than statutes 
have compelled, but the ferment of 
the world rivets our thoughts on the 
necessity of progressive solution, 
else our generation will suffer the 
experiment which means chaos for 
our day to re-establish God’s plan 
for the great tomorrow. 

Liberty Under the Law. 

Speaking our sympathies, utter- 
ing the conscience of all the people, 
mindful of our right to dwell amid 
the good fortunes of _ rational. 
conscience-impelled advancement, 
we hold the majesty of righteous 
government, with liberty under the 
law, to be our avoidance of chaos. | 
and we call upon every citizen of | 
the republic to hold fast to that 
which made us what we are, and 
we will have orderly government 
safeguard the onward march to al! 
we ought to be. 

The menacing tendency of the 
present day is not chargeable whol- 
ly to the unsettled and fevered con- 
ditions caused by the war. The 
manifest weakness in popular gov- 
ernment lies in the temptation tc 
appeal to grouped citizenship for 
political advantage. There is no 
greater peril. The constitution con- 
templates no class and recognizes 
no group. It broadly includes al! 
the people, with specific recogni- 
tion for none, and the highest conse- 
cration we can make today is a com- 
mittal of the republican party to 
that saving constitutionalism which | 
contemplates all America as one 
people, and holds just governmen' 
free from influence on the one hand 
and unmoved by intimidation on the 
other. ; 

It would be the blindness of {folly 
to ignore the activities in our own 
country which are aimed to destroy 
our economic system, and to com- 
mit us to the colossal tragedy 
which has both destroyed all free- 
dom and made Russia impotent. This 
movement is not to be halted in 
throttled liberties. We must not 
nbridre the freedom of speech, the 
freedom of press, or the freedom of 
assembly, because there is no prom- 
ise in repression. These liberties 
are as sacred as the freedom of 
religious belief. as inviolable as the | 
rights of life and the pursuit of 
happiness. We.do hold to the right 
to crush sedition, to stifle a menac-. 
ing contempt for law, to stamp out 
a peril to the safety of the repub- 
lle or, its people, when emergensy 
calls, because security and the ma- 
jesty of the law are the first es- 
sentials of liberty. He who threat- 
ens destruction of the government 
hy force or flaunts his contempt 
for lawful authority. ceases to be a 
loyal citizen and forfeits his rights 
to the freedom of the republic. 

Rights of Minority. 

Let it be said to all of America 
that our plar of popular govern-. 
ment aig hag such orderly 
changes as crystallized intelli- 
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proportions, but we do pledge that 
earnest and consistent attack which 
the party platform covenants. We 
will attempt intelligent and cour- 
ageous deflation, and strike at 
government borrowing which  en- 
larges the evil, and we will attack 
high cost of government with .ev- 
ery energy and facility which at- 
tend republican capacity. We prom- 
ise that relief which will attend 
the halting of waste and extrava- 
gance, and the renewal of the prac- 
tice of public economy, not alone 
because it will relieve tax burdens 
but because it will be an example 
to stimulate thrift and economy in 
private life. 

I have already alluded to the nee 
cessity for the fullness of produc- 
tion, and we need the fullness of 
service which attends the exchange 
of products. Let us speak the ir- 
refutable truth, high wages and ree 
duced cost of living are in utter 
contradiction unless we have the 
height of efficiency for wages ree 
ceived. 

In all sincerity we promise the 
prevention of unreasonable profits, 
we challenge profiteering with all 
the moral force and the legal pow- 
ers of government and people, but 
it is fair, aye, it is timely, to give 
reminder that law Is not the sole 
corrective of our’ economic Ills. 


Thrift and Economy. 


Let us call to all the people for 
thrift and economy, for denial and 
sacrifice if need be, for a nation- 
wide drive against extravagance and 
luxury, to a recommittal to simplic- 
ity of living, to that prudent and 
normal plan of life whichis the 
health of ,the republic. There hasn't 
been a recovery from the waste and 
abnormalities of war since the 
‘story of mankind was first written, 
except’ through work and saving, 


needless spending and heedless ex- 
travagance have marked every de- 
cay in the history of nations. Give 
the assurance of that rugged sim- 
plicity of American life which 
marked the first century of amaz- 
ing development and this’ genera- 
tion may underwrite a second cen- 
turv of surpassing accomplishment.

and the elimination of the ineffi-

Mr. Goodhart spoke to the voters 
of the tenth ward on the terrace in 
front of the George W. Adair school, 
stating his favor of a new charter 
for the city, which should he left to 
the vote of the people, and saying 
that Mayor Key had ndinittes t that 
he favored charter revision, “yet had 
not had the nerve to tei. the peop! 
what kind of charter he desired.” 
Mr. Goodhart was introduced to tne 
residents of the tenth ward by H. I. 
Shindlebower, 

The rally in the seventh ward was 
held in front of the Lee Street school 
and Mr. Goodhart’s address was pre- 
ceded by a talk by J. K. Orr, who 
supported Mr. Goodhart’s candidacy 
and paid his tribute to the resi- 
dents of the ward. Mr Goodbhart 
was followed by Hugh Howell, 
told the audience that he nad 
swerved from the support he gave 
Mayor Key two years ago because 
that, at that time, he believed any 
man able to make as many prom- 
ises .aSs. Mr. Key made, was a 
genius, and because, in two years, 
he had not seen the fulfilment of a 
single one of the category. 

Keys Promises. -

“Tf his municipal ownership is such 
a wonderful proposition, why has 
he not been able to accomplish 
someti:ing for the:vity? Why has 


vVhe not veen able to arouse the en- 


thusiastn of the people anid get them 
back of him? Why has he not done 
something with Atlanta’s creimicory, 
which is costing the city of Atlanta 
over $1,000 per week, and this. does 
not include the cos: of collecting 
garbage? He has had propositions 
made to him while mayor whereby 
the city would receive anywher- 
from forty to fifty thousand dollars 
in the use of the steam generated 
from the burning of the garbsge, 
which is now going t9 waste. This 
is only one item of $59,000 which 
should be going into the treasury 
of Atlanta, whith Mr. Key is neglect- 
ing to take advantage of.” 

After the speeches” of the candi- 
date in both the seventh and tenth 
wards, the moving pictures show- 
ing conditions of Atlanta schools 
and streets were shown from the 
truck which has been fitted up for 
the purpose.

Committee Favors Repeal 
of Act of 1910 Regulating 
School Boards as Applied 
Only to G. N. & I. 


After hearing from _ representa- 
tives of the Georgia Normal and 
Industrial college ana from the 
trustées of the University of Géor- 
gia, the senate committee on the 
university and its branches yester- 
day afternoon decided to _ report 
favorably the bill to repeal the act 
of 4910, known as the trustees’ act, 
provided it is amended so as to ap- 
ply only to the Georgia Normal and 
Industrial college. ' 

The authors of the bill, Senators 
Dorris of the forty-etghth and En- 
nis of the twentieth. were in&truct- 
ed to amend the bill accordingly. 

‘The act of 1910, on which the at- 
tack was made, provides that the 
general board of the university 
sigall designate members from its 
body to serve as ex-officio members 
of boards of the various’. branch 
colleges of the state. The two mem- 
bers of the big board who are 
members of the G. N. & I. board 
unfer the operation of the act are

Lawrenceville. 
Parks Appeats. . 

Dr. M. M. Parks, president of the 
G. N. & L college, appeared be- 
fore the committee by invitation to 
answer certain charges that hid 
been made against him. These 
charges included accusations that 
the school had failed to charge tul- 
tion for girls in the training de- 
partment and that electricity had 
been supplied to the school at a 
much higher rate than to the city 
of Milledgeville. Dr. Parks denied 
both of these charges, declaring 
that he had fully cumplied with the 
law in reference to the training 
department and that the school har 
been furnished, with electricity at 
almost one-half of what had been 
charged to Milleigeville. 

He made an extended defense of 
his administration, but declined to 
answer a number of questions which 
he said would involve him in a con- 
troversy with the board, which he 
wished to avoid. Colonel Simmons 
pointed out that the greatest im- 
rrevements that had been made for 
the Milledgeville school had been 
made since-he and.Judge Gober had 
been made members of its board. 

Dr. Parks said that attacks had 
been made on the school by its ene- 
mies, that voluntary defense had al- 
ways been oifered by its friends and 
that he did not reply exceptyto de- 
fend himself against attacks. He 
would not commit himself either for 
or against the repeal of the 1910 
act as affecting the management of 
his school. , 

Defends Parks. 

' Dr. J. W. Goode, professor of Eng- 
lish at the G. N. & I., appeared be- 
fore the cummittee and made a vig- 
orous defense of Dr. Parks. He de- 
clared that Dr. Parks was the fair- 
est, straightest and most competent 
man with whom he had come in con- 
tact in a long experience in teach- 
ing. 

Judge Gober, whose competency 
as an expert in school matters had 
been questioned, ‘was earnestly de- 
tended by Co) >nel Simmons and oth- 
er members of the university board. 
It was pointed out that he had been

Land Bill Drawn 
By Powell Favored 
By House Committee 


General judiciary committee, No. 
2, of the house, in séssion last night, 
recommended favorably a bill pre- 
pared for the committee by Judge 
Arthur Powell, of Atlanta, entitled 
an act for quieting, perfecting and 
aiding land titles in this state by 
providing for indefeasible titlee by 
prescription to land, for prescrip- 
tive title notwithstanding infancy, 
insanity or other disability, for pro- 
viding when suits to recover land 
shall be brought by remaindermen, 
reversioners or other persons hav- 
ing future right of entry and of 
fixing a period of limitation there- 
for; for registration of deeds or 
other conveyances before the same 
shall. be noticed and when to be 
noticed, and for the record of de- 
fectively executed deeds to be held 
valid. 

The act would also provide for 
voiding bonds to reconvey given in 
connection with deeds to secure 
deeds, for providing for payment of 
taxes by plaintiff in suits to recover 
the land in certain cases, and that 
judgment shell not become a lien 
upon the land of the defendant un- 
til ff. fa. shall have been - issued 
thereon and entered on the general 
execution docket of the county 
where the land lies and for other 
purposes. 

An important section of this bill 
is that providing that any person 
having had thirty years’ adverse 
possession of any -land holding by 
any device purporting to convey 
title, without any claim by action 
at law or in equity, is vested with 
indefeasible title in fee to the land 
devised in his assistance of title. 
No title shall bei vested, however, 
the bill provides. unless such de- 
vice or grant shall have been legal- 
ly recorded in the county or coun- 
ties where land lies during the thir- 
ty years of adverse possession.

A SURE “MONEY CROP.” 


With sales of pure-bred hogs be- 
ing held here and there throughout 
Georgia, with the ewine bringing 
under the hammer from $100 to 
more th -. $1,000 each, it is evident 
that they are rapidly coming to the 
front as a dependable “money 
crop,” and one which is as remun- 
erative as cotton ever was. 

Recently one live stock firm, 
near Cochran, Ga., sold at auction 
43 head of brood sows for a total 
of $26,275, or an average of $611 
each. The top price of $1,350 was 
paid for one animal that was far- 
rowed in March, 1919. 

Just the other day a Fitzgerald 
farmer held an auction sale of 30 
head of pure-bred hogs, some of 
them “going” for as high as $700 
each, and the whole lot bringing 
the owner approximately $6,000, or 
an average of about $200 a head. 

Last Wednesday a sale was held 
on the farm of a Dublin live stock 
breeder, in which 35 hogs changed 
ownership on the basis of $250 a 
head, in round numbers, or a total 
of approximately $9,000 for the lot. 

Other and similar sales are be- 
ing held from time to time; and 
the returns resulting from them 
are uniformly gratifying. 

In each of the three specific in- 
stances cited the hogs were bought 
for breeding purposes; and, while 
most of the purchasers are Georgia 
farmers—which is itself a most en- 
couraging indication—each of the 
sales has been attended by breed- 
ers from various southern, north- 
ern and middle western states who 
came to Georgia for hogs from 
which to enrich the blood and_im- 
prove the standard of their herds 
at home. 

All of which justifies the edito- 
rial statement made a few days ago 
by The Albany (Ga:) Herald, that— 

“Particularly is Georgia becoming 
great as a hog-raising state. Some 
of the finest sows and boars in the 
world have been brought to Georgia

Answering The Constitution's 
correspondent—. 

First, Governor Dorsey does not 
want to run for the United States 
senate, and has repeatedly said so 
publicly and privately, ° and has 
written it in reply to inquiries to 
several hundred Georgians. 

He has never said unalterably 
that he would not: run, as he is too 
good a democrat, and too loyal to 


the tenets of a party organization 
that does not temporize with in- 
surgency nor tolerate unfaithful- 
ness, to refuse to make a personal 
sacrifice, if need be, of his own 
wishes, in order to meet the de- 
mands upon him in a situation as 
potent as that in Georgia today. At 
the same time, he has has repeated- 
ly urged friends who have written 
him that the loyal democracy of 
Georgia center upon some one else, 
of whom there are many able and 
capable mén, to make the race 
against Senator Smith. He has told 
them, with all the sincerity of his 
frank and honest heart, that he be 
not forced to make this race, when 
his every business plan for the fu- 
ture had been made along other 
than political lines, unless the oc- 
casion, in their unbiased judgment, 
demanded that he do so. 

And yet, to my personal knowl- 
edge, the mail of Governor Dorsey 
is almost congestec with appeals to 
him to make the _ race. Petitions 
signed by from a dozen voters to 
hundreds are pouring in on him. 
Straw voter are being taken ll 
over Georgia and the governor 
promnm ly advised of the overwhelm- 
ing sentiment prevailing that he 
make the race. 

By common consent, apparently, 
Governor Dorsey has been chosen 
as the logical candidate in Georgia 
to make the race at this time 
against Senator Smith.

And in the face of all of this, 
Governor Dorsey calmly says that 
he hopes some other good demo-

Knowing the sincerity of the 
governor's wishes, many of his clos-

Ot Knight Highway Resolution 


: : 
Finally Set as Special Or- 
der for Wednesday After 
Developing Numerous 
Angles and Complexities 


; 


“A wrangle in the house yester- 
day afternoon which followed the 
unexpected temporary defeat of the 
Knight resolution speedily develop- 
ed into an exciting filibuster, which 
prolonged the morning session of 
the body beginning at 9 o'clock un- 
til nearly 3 o’clock’in the after- 
noon. 4 

Some members went to their 
lunches and returned for committee 
meetings surprised to find the house 
still in session: A compromise was 
finally ‘reached between an active 
minority and an equally determined 
majority by which it was agreed 
to fix the Knight resolution as a 
special order for next Wednesday 
at 11 o’clock with the understand- 
ing that the rules committeé would 
follow it immediately with the con- 
stitutional amendment which has 
already passed the senate. — 

The Knight resolution developed 
more angles and complexities than 
any méasure that has been before 
the house in recent years. The most 
surprising feature of Thursday’s 
session was that, even after agsree- 
ing to a substitute which bound to 
its support many of the leading 
friends of the highway legislation 
of last session and securing the 
support of a large number who re- 
garded the passage of a county dis- 
tribution scheme afd having from 
the beginning the support of ali of 
those who opposed all the highway 
measures offered last year, Mr. 
Knight found when it came to a 
showdown that he did not have 
much more than a majority of the 
house behind him. ae 

By the peculiar irony of the sit- 
uation, the gentleman from Berrien 
himself was the man most respon- 
sible for the defeat of his measure. 
After a large part of the morning 
had been taken up in the conclu- 
sion of the three-day debate on the 
bill. the previous question was call- 
ed by Mr. Burt, of Dougherty, and 
the usual twenty minutes to ‘ach 
side to conclude the debate was 
assigned to the respective leadera. 

Vote on Amendments. 

As soon as Mr. Jackson, of Jon2s, 
the last speaker for the resolution, 
had concluded, the speaker an- 
nounced that a vote would first 
be taken on the amendments, ‘then 
on the substitute offered by Mr. 
Knight himself to meet the objec- 
tions of the friends of the highway 
commission and finally on the res- 
olution itself. All but two of the 
amendments, one offered by Mr. Da- 
vis, of Oglethorpe, and the other by 
Mr. Knight, himself, providing for 
the support of the highway com- 
mission and the continuance of its 
supervision of the work, the sub- 
stitute was put on its passage and 
Mr. Knight called for the ayes and 
noes. The call was sustained.

THE PASSING OF MOTHERHOOD. 


A considerable number of the let- 
ters I receive from chi'dless wives 
who seek counsel maxe clear the 
fact that deliberate measures to 
avoid maternity have been resort- 
ed to in earlier years of married 
life. Sometimes the excuse for this 
has been “our financial circum- 
stances;” sometimes it has been 
“health and strength unequal to 
the strain”—both damnable lies. But 
the tragic part of this great human 
error is that these misguided 
young married people have as- 
sumed to know better than God 
knows what is best, have taken 
upon themselves a tearful respon- 
sibility—marriage—but have play- 
ed false ...and then, a few years 
later, if the foolish wife survives 
the dangerous way she elects to 
follow, comes the ap ;alling realiza- 
tion that no children are to bless 
the home. 

Here is a bit of wisdom from a 
real mother with a daugher who 
seems to have chosen another way 
through life: 

Dear Dr. Brady: 

Your article. something 
should be done to open the eyes of 
young people . lama young 
old-fashioned mother, that is, I’m 
427 years old and I’ve borne seven 
children, six of whom are living. 
We welcomed our children as they 
came whether we were trying to 
buy a home or whether we con- 
sidered we were able to raise them 
as we wished. We did the best we 
could, and they were and are an 
incentive to do more. Our children 
have always been a joy, a comfort, 
as well as a worry. But child!ess 
parents have my deepest sympa- 
thy, although they often seem to 
believe I need theirs. 
continually astonished at 
the views I. hear expressed by 
young married women. My own 
daughter, married five years, with 
one 4-year-old child, said: “John 
would love to have more children, 
but I think we should wait until 
we are better able to take care of 
them, don’t you, mother?” 

My reply was: “Your idea of tak-

tion, would have been the proper 
thing for the author of a measure 
to make. But under the case in 
question it resulted in the defeat 
of Mr. Knight’s main bill. Many 
of the members, after answering to 
their names on the substitute, and 
conceiving the main questien was 
being voted on, immediateiy ief* the 
house. This was done in large num- 
bers by both friends and opponents 
of the bill, but it made no differ- 
ence so far as the latter were con- 
cerned, as the speaker, 1:aJ ruled 
that the resolution had the effect 
of a law and would require a con- 
stitutronal majority of 97 for its 
passage. He had not only done this, 
but had told the house that a rall 
call must be taken on the main 
measure as it was an approjfriation 
bill. 
Test Vote Is Victory. 

The test vote on the suosticute 
resulted in a victory for Mr. Knight, 
there being 105 ayes to 69 nays, 


and the speaker announced ‘that the 
substitute was adopted. The ro}l 


call was then ordered on the main 
resolution by substitute. During 
the course of this roil call it be- 
came evident that many members 
had left for lunch, as it was al- 


ready past 2 o’clock. Mr. Knight 
took his stand at the clerk’s desk 
and kept an accurate count so that 
he would know the result just as 
soon as the roll call was completed. 
Before the announcement of the re- 
sult it became necessary for him 
to secure several more members to 
pass the measure. Mr. Knight sent 
a hurry call out into the. ‘obbies, 
but was unable to rally mvre than 
two or three of the absentees. 

Pandemonium then broke loose 
and thére was a contest on to secure 
the announcement of the result, 
Which was loudly called for by a 
number of the .opponents of the 
measure. If this had been done, 
all that Mr. Knight's friends could 
have done was to give notice of a 
reconsideration, and when reconsid- 
ered Friday, as would probably have 
been the result, the measure would 
have taken’ its position at the foot 
of the calendar. 

Motions to adjourn and motions 
to table were made in rapid suc- 
cession and voted down, but the re- 
sult, which was 93 for and 47 
against the resolution, was never 
announced. Mr. Knight finally suc- 
ceeded in securing the passage of a 
motion to reconsider the action of 
the house in ealling for the previous 
question, and this precluded the an- 
nouncement of the defeat of the 
resolution. 

The fight then turned upon 
whether the resolution should be set 
for another day certain, or indefi- 
nitely postponed. The motion to 
postpone indefinitely was made by 
Mr. Lindsey, of DeKalb. Several 
motions to postpone to a specific 
time Were made, but that of Mr. 
Arnold, of Clay, to make the reso- 
lution a special order for next Wed- 
nesday at 11 o’colek was the one 
which was finally accepted. 

Dilatory Motions in Evidence, 


The minority seemed determined, 
by dilatory motions, to keep the 
house in continuous session to de- 
feat further consideration of the 
bill, and this seemed probable for a 
time, as their numbers were being 
increased by those who had re- 
turned from lunch. The speaker 
finally announced that the Lindsey 
and Arnold motions were debatable, 
and that they would be put in the 
order named. 

One of two filibustering speeches 
were made, mainly to keep up the 
excitement which both sides seemed 
to be enjoying, but finaily conserv- 
ative leaders on both sides took 
charge of the debate in an effort to 
secure a peaceable solution of tne 
tangle, which would also carry out 
the will of the majority of the 


house, . 

Mr. Carswell of Wilkinson, took 
the floor and declared that if the 
house would adopt the Arnold mo- 
tion, he would use his influence witn 
the rules committee to get the bond 
amendment pased by the = senate 
put up for passage immediately 
after the Knight resolution was 
finally disposed of. He said that he 
had never believed that roads could 
be eonstructed under any other than 
a state system, but he had voted 
for the substitute Knight resolution 
because it seemed to carry out, in 
good faith, the agreement entered 
into last year whereby all sides 
would be committed to vote for the 
bond amendment. 

He thought this arrangement 
would still be carried out in good 
faith, it will give the highway 
commission the money needed to 
build a state system of roads. 

Abides by Majority. 

Mr. Stubbs, of Laurens, who had 
voted against the Knight substitute 
resolution, declared that he realized 
that a majority of the hoyse was 
against him, and that he would not 
oppose his will to that of the ma- 
jority. 

Mr. Arnold, who, with Mr. Cars- 
wel. stood last year as one of the 
leaders in the enactment of th» 
measures passed, but who now voted 
for the Knight resolutio#, declared 
that he did so because it embodied 
an agreement that was made to se- 
cure bond legislation and he be- 
lieved that a bond issue was neces- 
sary before good roads could be 

ilt. 

Oe ehe Lindsey motion was voted 
down and the Arnold motion, to 
make the Knight resolution a spe- 
cial order for next Wednesday morn- 
ing. was then carried without a di- 
vision vote. 

The outcome of the action of the 
house for the day was, on the whole, 
of good omen to the friends of high- 
way construction, as initiated by the 
present highway board. Before he 
could secure a majority for his reso- 
lution. Mr. Knight had to eliminate 
from it all of the features objected 
to by the board’s friends except 
that of county distribution. The 
board is left in full control of the 
highway fund, and provision is made 
for its maintenance. 

Many of the friends of the board 
felt bound by last year’s alleged 
agreement, and they further regard- 
ed that the sacrifice of a portion of 
the funds of one year for the pur- 
pose of getting the necessary two- 
thirds to support the bond measures 
would put only a temporary ob- 
stacle in the way of state highway 
development. . 

If the agreement is carried out to

PARKS DENIES 

HE HAS RESIGNED 
IN MILLEDGEVILLE 


Dr. M. M. Parks, president of the 
Georgia Normal and Industrial col- 
lege at Milledgeville. in Atlanta 
Thursday denied that he has resign- 
ed as president of that institution, 
thus killing rumors that have been 
current for the past two days 
through the ccrridors of the state 
capitol to the effect that he had ten- 
dered his resignation to become ef- 
fective on July 28. 

When seen Thursday Dr. Parks 
would neither confirm or deny the 
report that he had been tendered the 
presidency of Emory university. Dr. 
Franklin N. Parker is at present 
serving as president of Emory, but 
he is occupying the position with 
the understanding that he is to fill 
the post temporarily. 

Dr. Parks, who has been at the 
head of the Georgia Normal and In- 
dustrial collese for many years, is 
recognized as one of the foremost 
educators in the south. He is a first 
honor graduate of Emory and also 
had three years of post-graduate 
work at Harvard and Chicago ani- 
versities.

to it. 

The bill is similar in its proyi- 
sions to the workmen’s compensa- 
tion acts. which are on the statutes 
of nearly all of the states of the 


country and carried the indorsement . 


of both the employers and the em- 
ployees of this state. In its provi- 
sions it includes industrial acci- 
dents, provides for medica] ahd sur- 
gical care for injured employees, 
establishes rates of compensation 
for personal injuries or deaths sus- 
tained by employees in the course of 
employment, provides methods for 
insuring the payment of such com- 
pensation and creates an industrial 
commission for the administration 
of the provisions of the bill. 

_ By the provisions of the act all 
injuries or deaths sustained by em- 
ployees while actually engaged in: 
their work are provided with com- 
pensations by a graduated scale. 
The compensation is computed from 
the annual earnings of the employee 
and the nature of the injury sus- 
tained. If total and permanent in- 
capacity results the employee re- 
ceives half of his average salary, 
but not more than $12 per week nor 
less than $6, for a period not to ex- 
ceed 350 weeks. In case of deaths 
the employer shall pay the funeral 
expenses, which shall not exceed 
$100, and in case dependents are 
left they shall receive half of the 


average wage of the deceased, but . 
which shall not exceed $12 per week — 


nor less than $5. The total compen- 
sation payable under the act shall 
not exceed $4,000. : 

The right is given both the em- 
ployer and the employee of either 
accepting or rejecting the provi- 
sions of the act, and it is considered 
as accepted in case notice to the 
contrary is not given. If the act is: 
rejected, then the employee must 
resort to the courts through the old. 
common law of empoyer’s liability 
to secure damages, 

A commission to be called the in- 
dustrial commission is created by 
the bill, which commission shall see 
that the provisions of the bill are 
carried out and settle difficulties 
coming up from it. This commission 
is to consist of the commissioner 
of commerce and labor, who shall 
be ex-officio. chairman; of the at- 
torney general and of two members 
to be appointed by the governor. 

A committee amendment makes 
the payment of the expenses of the 
commission come out of the tax te 
be collected from the insurance car- 
riers writing this class of insur- 
ance in the state, which tax shall be 
1 per cent of the gross earned pre- 
miums.

CHANGES ARE FAVORED. 


Senate Adopts Bill Which 
Gives Victory to Coun- 
try Banks. 


The senate Thursday passed the 
bill introduced by Senator Duncan 
to amend the Georgia banking law 
as it was passed atthe 1919 session. 
There are several minor changes in 
the law £ 
state subérintendent of banking in 
his enforcement of the law, together 
with one addition of considerable in- 
terest and importance, 

Thisis the clause which maeks it 
mandatory for al banws chartered 
bythe state to charge exchange 
for the remittance of funds to cover 
all out-of-town checks sent to them 
through the regtilar channels of 
business. It also sets the rate o* 
such exchange at one-eighth of 1 per 
cent, with aminimum chareg of 1¢ 
cents on each check. In addition, 
the amendment makes ft illegal to 
accumulate checks against any one 
bank for presentation at one time, 
when the total of such checks shall 
amount to more than the legal cur- 
rency reserve which the bank sis 
required to carry.

RAILWAYS MOVE 
FOR RATE ADVANCE 
TO MEET AWARD 


Washington, July 22.—To provide 
the additional revenues necessary 
to. meet the $600,000,000 increase in 
wages awarded by the _ railroad 
labor board, the railroads of the 
country proposed today to the in- 
terstate commerce commission that 
‘passenger rates be advanced 20 per 
cent and freight rates 9.13 per cent 
in addition to the 27.6 per cent pre- 
Viously requested. They also pro- 
posed that a surcharge of 50 per 
cent be made on Pullman fares, ex- 
cess baggage rates be increased 20 
per cent and milk tariffs be in- 
creased to the same level as freight 
rates. 

$1,355,379,675 Annual Burden. 

Should the increases proposed to- 
day and those previously asked for 
be granted in full, existing freight 
rates would be gdvanced 26.9 per 
cent and the nation’s freight bill 
by $1,355,379,675. The total which 
would be added to the passenger 
revenue under the railway. execu- 
tives’ plan would be $233,827,982 an- 
nually. Pwullman charges would go 
up $43,639,344 a year; the revenue 
on milk would be tncreased $8,662,- 
089, and excess baggage charges 
would be advanced by $1,420,995. 

The plan presented by the rail- 
road executives disclosed that they 
have eStimated the wage award at 
approximately $626,000,000, instead 
of the $600,000,000 figured by the 
labor board. 

Alfred L. Thom, general counsel 
for the general executives, ex- 
plained that the $26,000,000 addi- 
tional was figured on the basis of 
overtime allowances provided in 
the award. 

The proposal of the executives 
was submitted to the commission 
by Mr. Thom after a_ conference 
with its members. The commission 
made no comment on receiving the 
proposal and did not indicate 
whether it would order hearings. 

Hearings on the billion dollar 
freight rate increase case were con- 
cluded two weeks ago and the gen- 
eral expectation has been at the 
commission would grant a single 
increase to cover both that and the 
added expenses resulting from the 
wage advances so as to permit the

Statement by Rail Executives, 

The proposal submitted to the 
commission today was outlined in 
the following statement of the rail- 
road executives: 

“The carriers suggest that the 
revenues required to meet the 
wage award be raised in part from 
passenger train traffic and in part 
from freight train traffig by in- 
creasing rates accruing from pas- 
senger train traffic and by increas- 
ing the percentage advances in 
freight and switching races already 
applied for in the following man- 
ner: 4 
“1. All passenger fares to be in- 
ereased 20 per cent with a minimum 
of not less than 10 cents per trip 
on any form of ticket. 

“The foregoing includes: Stand- 
ard, local or interline fares, excur- 


sion, convention and fares for other 
special occasions, commutation and 
other multiple form of ticket, extra 
fares on limited trains and club 
car rates. 

“2. All excess baggage rates to 
be increased 20 per cent. 

“3. Surcharge on sleeping and 


parlor cars to be made 50 per cent 
of the charge for space occupied 
either in parlor or sleeping~ cars. 

“4. Milk. Increase all rates, both 
passenger and freight, same total 
percentage applied to freight rev- 
enue. for catalog.
